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INTRODUCTION. 


r  I  AHE  following  tables  are  termed  "  Sketches,"  as  they  do 
not  pretend  to  give  a  complete  genealogy  of  the  family 
of  which  James  Allen  was  the  progenitor.  Thus,  of  the 
nine  children  of  James,  I  have  taken  only  one,  Joseph, 
the  youngest  son  of  James.  And  of  the  ten  sons  and  two 
daughters  of  Joseph,  I  have  attempted  to  trace  the  line  of 
descent  only  through  five  of  his  sons.  And,  though  I  have 
sought  information  through  such  sources  as  were  accessible, 
I  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  complete  and  satisfactory 
answers  relating  to  those  five. 

The  work,  imperfect  as  it  is,  has  cost  me  not  a  little 
labor.  Yet  that  labor  has  not  been  a  task,  but  a  pastime  ; 
occupying  some  of  my  leisure  hours,  at  an  age  when  we  live 
more  in  the  past  than  in  the  future,  or  even  in  the  present. 
I  now  commend  it  to  the  favor  of  the  prolific  family  that  can 
trace  their  descent  from  their  common  progenitor,  James 
Allen,  of  Medfield. 

Note.  —  The  Roman  letters  indicate  the  generation  ;  James  being 
the  first  [I.],  Joseph  the  second  [II.],  &c. 

The  numbers  1,  2,  8,  4,  &c.,  indicate  the  members  of  one  entire 
family,  or  the  children  of  the  same  parents. 

The  descendants  of  each  of  the  five  sons  of  Joseph  are  grouped 
together,  so  that  the  line  of  descent  can  be  traced  from  each,  indepen- 
dent of  the  others. 


GENEALOGY. 


TAMES  ALLEN,  the  progenitor  of  the  Allen  Family  of 
Medfield,  came  over,  with  his  wife  Anna,  in  1639  [free- 
man in  1647],  and  settled  in  Dedham  ;  of  which  town  his 
cousin,  John  Allin,  was  the  first  minister.  Here  he  lived 
about  ten  years;  and  here,  Dec.  4,  1639,  his  eldest  son, 
John,  was  born. 

James  was  one  of  a  company  formed,  in  1649,  to  found 
a  settlement  in  the  western  part  of  Dedham,  bordering  on 
Charles  River,  which,  the  following  year,  was  incorporated 
by  the  name  of  "  Medfield."  The  company  consisted  of 
fifty  persons,  each  of  whom  was  to  have  a  house-lot  of  not 
more  than  twelve  acres  of  upland,  and  as  many  of  meadow. 
Other  grants  were  subsequently  made,  which,  together  with 
purchases  from  time  to  time,  constituted  the  Allen  farm, 
which  has  remained  in  the  family  more  than  two  hundred 
years,  and  is  now  in  the  possession  of  descendants  of  James, 
of  the  sixth  and  seventh  generation. 

That  James  was  a  relative  of  Rev.  John  Allin,  appears 
from  the  following  clause  in  the  last  will  and  testament  of 
the  latter  :  "  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  cousin  James  Allin, 
of  Medfield,  twenty  shillings,"  &c.  The  will  was  made 
Aug.  23,  1671,  three  days  before  his  death,  which  took  place 
Aug.  26,  1671,  at  the  age  of  seventy-five. 
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Note.  —  Rev.  John  Allin  was  born  in  1596;  came  over  and  set- 
tled in  Dedharn  in  1637,  of  which  town  he  became  the  pastor  in  1639. 
"  He  had,"  says  Cotton  Mather,  "  an  easy  sickness  of  ten  days.  His 
beloved  wife  Katherine  died  three  days  after,  and  they  were  both 
buried  in  the  same  grave."  She  was  his  second  wife,  the  widow  of 
Governor  Thomas  Dudley,  and  Avas  married  to  Rev.  John  Allin, 
Nov.  8,  1653,  only  three  months  after  the  death  of  Governor  Dudley, 
and  a  little  more  than  six  months  after  the  death  of  Margaret  his 
first  wife.  By  his  second  wife,  he  had  three  sons,  —  Benjamin,  Daniel, 
and  Eliezer.  Rev.  John  Allen  was  from  Wrentham,  Suffolk  County, 
England,  which  name  was  given  to  a  part  of  Dedham. 

In  the  old  records,  the  name  is  spelled  variously,  —  Allen,  Allin, 
and  Alin.

Of  these  twelve  children  of  Joseph  and  Hannah  Allen,  I 
have  been  able  to  obtain  reliable  information  of  only  four,  —

••  Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  that  I,  Daniel  Allen,  of  Ponifret,  in  the  County 
of  Windham,  Conn.,  having  received  of  my  brother  Noah  Allen,  of  Medfield,  the  sum 
of  six  pounds  in  bills  of  credit,  upon  which  account  I  do  acquit  and  discharge  the 
estate  of  my  honored  father  Joseph  Allen,  and  the  estate  of  my  brother  Jeremiah 
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Allen ;  haviDg  received  my  full  share,  to  my  content  and  satisfaction.  I  do  discharge 
my  brother  Noah  Allen,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  from  any  further  legacy  to  pay  to  me 
upon  the  above  said  account ;  whereto  I  have  set  my  hand  and  seal,  this  second  day  of 
June,  1735.  (Signed)  Daniel  Allen." 

From  another  old  document,  it  appears,  that,  in  1731,  Joseph  Law- 
rence, of  Pomfret,  and  his  wife  Mary  [probably  a  sister  of  Daniel], 
sold  a  parcel  of  land  in  Medfield,  near  "  Warren  Lot,"  to  Noah  Allen, 
which  remained  for  many  years  a  part  of  the  Allen  estate. 

It  appears,  moreover,  that  Joseph  Allen,  Sr.,  gave  to  his  two 
sons,  Daniel  and  David,  a  hundred  acres  of  land  in  a  place  called 
"  Massamoquit,  near  Woodstock,  Conn.,  where  they  settled,  and  prob- 
ably had  families,  who  extended  the  name  in  that  neighborhood.  I 
learn,  from  Ezra  Dean,  Esq.,  of  Woodstock,  who  married  a  grand- 
daughter of  Jacob  Allen,  Jr.,  that  David  Allen  lived  in  Ashford, 
Conn.,  whose  sons  —  Solomon,  David,  and  Zechariah  —  died  many 
years  since.  Mr.  Dean's  grandmother,  Jemima,  was  a  sister  of  this 
David  Allen.     They  died  some  sixty  years  since.

CELEBRATION   OF  THE   GOLDEN   WEDDING   OF 
ELLIS  AND  LUCY  ALLEN. 


TT  had  long  been  the  intention  of  the  children  of 
-*-  Ellis  and  Lucy  AlXEN  to  celebrate,  in  an  appro- 
priate manner,  the  Golden  Wedding  of  their  parents. 
Accordingly,  an  invitation  was  extended  to  numerous 
members  of  the  family  to  repair  to  the  old  homestead, 
which  has  been  in  the  uninterrupted  possession  of  the 
Aliens  through  seven  generations,  and  assisl  in  the 
ceremonies. 

As  it  was  found  impossible  to  include  all  the  rela- 
tives on  both  sides  of  the  house,  the  imitation  was  lim- 
ited to  the  immediate  descendants,  and  to  the  brothers 
and  sisters  of  the  Bride  and  Bridegroom,  with  their 
families.  Among  these,  some  were  in  California,  some 
on  the  Mississippi,  and  some  serving  their  country  in 
the  army  and  navy.  Altogether,  the  number  of  imita- 
tions given  was  over  four  hundred. 

A  heavy  snow-storm  set  in,  the  day  before  the  wed- 
ding; and  its  severity  was  such,  that  many  friends 
were  prevented  from  being  present,  while   some  drove 
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as  much  as  twenty-five  miles  in  an  open  sleigh.  The 
unpromising  weather,  however,  was  not  allowed  to  in- 
terrupt the  preparations  for  the  ceremonies  ;  and  the 
daughters  of  the  house  were  busy,  for  several  days, 
decking  its  antique  rooms  in  robes  of  velvet  moss  and 
trailing  evergreen.  One  particular  apartment,  divested 
of  its  modern  furnishings,  was  made  the  receptacle  of 
sundry  heirlooms.  The  black-visaged  stove  gave  place 
to  the  cheerful  light  of  a  blazing  fire  of  wood,  piled  upon 
brass -knobbed  andirons;  and  the  blackened  crane, 
with  its  pot-hooks  of  varying  lengths,  and  singing  tea- 
kettle, recalled  the  scenes  of  bygone  days.  Tallow 
candles,  in  shining  candlesticks,  with  their  accompany- 
ing snuffers,  adorned  the  shelf;  while  over  the  mantel 
was  hung  a  musket  bearing  date  1770,  and,  though 
years  of  rust  had  dimmed  its  early  lustre,  it  was  all 
aglow  with  memories  of  Bunker  Hill  and  Lexington. 
An  ancient  tea-sett,  dating  back  four  generations,  was 
displayed  upon  the  wooden  shelves  ;  and  ranged  beside 
it  were  the  pewter  plates,  whose  brightness  was  the 
pride  of  the  ancient  housekeeper.  The  spinning-wheel 
and  its  accompaniments  graced  the  room,  as  of  old; 
and  rich  ears  of  corn,  with  braided  husks,  hung  on  the 
walls.  Straight -backed  chairs — and  one  particular 
rocker,  which  had  lulled  to  infant  slumber  not  a  few  of 
the  Aliens  —  helped  to  complete  the  furnishing  of  this 
really  ancient  room. 

At  ten  o'clock  of  the  eventful  day,  the  guests  began 
to  assemble,  and  were  cordially  received  by  William  C, 
the  oldest  son  of  the  house.  An  hour  was  spent  in 
social  interchange,  and  the  presentations  of  many  beau- 
tiful and   useful  gifts,  which  quite  overloaded  the  old- 
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fashioned  table,  itself  a  part  of  the  simple  outfit   of  the 

bride  of  fifty  years  ago. 

At  half-past  eleven,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  George  E.,  the  second  son,  who  acted  as  master  of 
ceremonies,  and  who  welcomed  the  friends  in  the  fol- 
lowing address  :  — 

"My  Friends,  —  We  have  assembled  beneath  the 
hospitable  roof  of  this  old  family  mansion,  this  '  Horn.' ' 
of  the  Aliens,  to  celebrate  the  r  Golden  Wedding'  of 
our  honored  parents  ;  and  I  desire  for  myself,  but  more 
especially  for  them,  to  bid  yon.  a  cordial,  hearty  wel- 
come. 

"We  trust  you  have  brought  to-day  joyous  and  glad- 
some  spirits,  for  we  desire  to  make  the  occasion  one  of 
rejoicing;  and,  though  sad  reminiscences  may  unbidden 
well  up  from  hearts  overflowing  witli  gratitude,  let 
them  serve  only  as  the  shading  of  the  picture,  to 
heighten  and  render  more  apparent  its  beauties.  The 
Bride  and  Groom  of  April  11,  1814,  arc  of  the  sixth 
generation  of  Aliens  who  have  owned  and  occupied  this 
ancestral  estate,  and  they  greet  to-day,  under  its  ample 
roof,  almost  an  unbroken  family  of  children.  —  no  ab- 
sent one  save  a  loved  daughter,  who  died  in  youth  ; 
and  who  can  say  but  her  sweet  spirit,  so  early  trans- 
planted, hovers  around  us  at  this  moment,  bringing 
down  the  benediction  of  heaven,  to  hallow  and  purify 
our  joy  !  Five  brothers  and  one  sister  of  the  family  of 
the  Groom,  the  youngest  of  whom  bears  upon  his  head 
the  frosts  of  more  than  threescore  winter.-,  meet  to-day. 
One,  only,  is  absent, — an  unfortunate  brother,  bereft 
of  reason. 
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"But  I  must  not  dwell  upon  reminiscences,  be  they 
sad  or  joyous  ;  for  our  numerous  friends  who  have  hon- 
ored us  by  their  presence,  despite  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather,  have,  for  our  Host  and  Hostess,  words  of 
congratulation.  In  our  immediate  family,  no  death  has 
occurred  for  thirty-seven  years ;  hence,  come  to-day 
five  sons  and  two  daughters,  bringing  their  sheaves 
with  them.  Twenty  grandchildren,  buds  of  beauty, 
accompany  us  ;  and  we  twine  them  into  a  living  wreath 
to-day,  to  crown  the  heads  that  yet  stand  erect  under 
the  weight  of  threescore  and  ten  years. 

"  Again,  I  bid  you  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  joys  and 
festivities  of  this  pleasant  occasion." 

At  the  close  of  these  remarks,  a  troop  of  grandchil- 
dren, of  the  eighth  generation,  came  in,  with  a  song  of 
greeting;  who,  after  giving  and  receiving  each  a  kiss 
from  their  grandparents,  dispersed  among  the  older 
guests.  A  prayer  of  invocation  was  offered  by  Rev. 
S.  Bush,  pastor  of  the  church  in  which  the  family 
has  worshipped  for  many  generations  ;  after  which,  the 
company  joined  in  singing  the  following  hymn,  to  the 
grand  old  tune,  "  St.  Martins  :  "  — 

"  Let  children  hear  the  mighty  deeds 
Which  God  performed  of  old." 

The  company  was  then  invited  to  listen  to  an  address, 
prepared  for  the  occasion  by  Rev.  Dr.  Allen,  of  North- 
bony,  "the  oldest  living  person  born  upon  this  spot, 
and  the  first  among  the  Aliens  who  received  the  honors 
of  r  Old  Harvard.  '

During    the    reading   of  the   address,   in   which   the 
doctor  set  forth  so  eloquently  the  remarkable  traits  of 
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the  ancestry  on  the  father's  side,  it  became  evident  that 
no  notice  was  to  be  taken  of  the  mother's  oedioree  : 
and  as  Joseph  A.,  her  third  son,  who  is  said  to  inherit 
many  of  her  traits  of  character,  was  called  upon,  he 
responded  in  a  happy  sketch  of  her  ancestry,  tracing 
her  descent,  on  both  sides,  directly  from  the  "May- 
flower ;  "  and  indulged  in  a  humorous  comparison  of  the 
merits  of  the  Aliens  and  Lane-.  The  pleasant  repartee 
to  which  this  gave  rise,  between  the  Rev.  Doctor  and 
the  speaker,  was  the  source  of  much  amusement. 

It  was  pleasant  to  see  among  the  guests  the  vener- 
able form  of  Colonel  Obed  Allen,  —  the  oldest  man 
present,  nearly  ninety  years  of  age.  Three  of  the 
guests  of  the  wedding  fifty  years  before  were  present  : 
and  also  several  of  Mr.  Allen's  early  schoolmates, — 
among  them,  Hon.  Joseph  Breck,  of  Brighton,  whose 
benignant  face  seemed  to  show  the  sweet  influence  <>t' 
the  flowers  which  have  been  his  companions  for  many 
years.  In  response  to  the  call  of  the  chairman,  be 
made  some  pleasant  allusions  to  the  scenes  of  their  early 
days. 

Rev.  Asa  S.  Allen,  —  who  had  journeyed  fourteen 
hundred  miles  to  celebrate  this  marriage-feast,  —  being 
called  upon,  responded  in  appropriate  remarks. 

Nathaniel  T.,  the  fourth  son,  here  presented,  with 
appropriate  remarks,  and  read,  letters  of  congratulation 
from  William  Lloyd  Garrison,  Wendell  Phillip-.  Sam- 
uel J.  May,  Dr.  Lowell  Mason,  Rev.  Warren  Burton, 
and  others,  who  were  unable  to  be  present. 

The  following  hymn,  written  for  the  occasion  by  one 
of  the  nephews, — T.  Prentiss  Allen,  of  New  Bedford, 
—  was  read  by  him,  and  sung  by  the  company  :  — 
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"  Or  ever  the  silver  cord  be  loosed,  or  the  golden  bowl  be  broken." 

O  God  !  thy  presence  we  entreat, 
As  with  our  children  here  we  come, 

Each  fond,  familiar  face  to  greet 
In  this  our  dear  ancestral  home. 

Before  this  family  altar  bowed, 

Our  fathers  raised  their  prayers  to  thee  ; 

Here  pledged  their  loyal  faith,  and  vowed 
To  live  for  truth  and  liberty. 

For  fifty  years,  thy  servants  here 

Have  shared  in  love  what  thou  hast  given  : 

Each  gladdening  joy,  each  bitter  tear, 

Has  brought  them  nearer  thee  and  heaven. 

For  all  these  blessed  years  have  brought ; 

For  children  here  or  called  above ; 
For  mercies  granted,  lessons  taught,  — 

We  give  thee  thanks,  O  God  of  Love  ! 

So,  when,  upon  this  happy  day, 

They  pledge  anew  their  love  of  old, 

Bless  them  with  thy  rich  grace,  we  pray, 
And  in  thy  tender  arms  enfold. 

And  when  is  loosed  the  silver  cord, 
And  broke  at  last  the  golden  bowl, 

Grant  them  with  thee,  O  gracious  Lord  ! 
Th'  eternal  marriage  of  the  soul. 


The  chairman  then  called  upon  James  T.,  who,  he 
said,  though  the  youngest  of  the  family,  was  considered 
old  enough  to  speak  for  himself.  He  responded  to  the 
call,  in  a  happy  vein.  A  concluding  prayer  was  then 
offered  by  Rev.  Asa  S.  Allen,  the  brother  from  Wis- 
consin. 
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But  before  we  left  this  feast  of  reason  and  true  flow 

of  soul,  to  partake  of  more  substantial  entertainment,  it 
was  whispered  around  that  the  impartial  Muse  had  paid 
a  visit  to  another  guest  ;  which,  coming  to  the  ear  of 
the  chairman,  a  demand  was  made  upon  Joseph  Henry 
Allen,  of  Cambridge,  another  nephew,  who  gave  this 
generous  tribute  to  the  family  :  — 

GOLDEN   WEDDING,   April   11.    1864. 

Full  fifty  years  have  come  and  gone,  their  pleasure  ami  their  pain, 
Since  Ellis  Allen  carried  home  his  young  bride,  Lucy  Lam-: 
Their  green  spring  then,  their  autumn  now,  so  golden  and  serene, 
And  many  a  long,  bright,  sultry  summer  working-day,  between. 
Those  years  have  laid  their  hand  upon  the  bridegroom  and  the 

bride. 
Frosty,  hut  kindly;  and,  with  days,  their  joys  arc  multiplied. 
Their  children  come  to  hear  the  words  of  plighted  love  again, — 
Their  daughters  wedded  matrons  both,  their  sons  live  bearded  men. 
Their  children's  children  gather  too,  and  younger  faces  show 
The  joy  and  hope  that  entered  here,  just  fifty  years  ago. 
Some  days  were  merry,  some  were   sad,  —  their  sunshine   dashed 

witli  tears  ; 
Yet  dearer  than  the  bride  of  youth,  the  wife  of  fifty  years. 

But,  touch  us  ne'er  so  lightly,  Time  is  sure  to  write  his  mark  : 

The  merry  village  boy  has  grown  a  sober  patriarch  : 

Gray  hairs  fringe  scantily,  where  lay  the  locks  of  sunny  brown; 

The  white  beard  gathers  round  the  lace,  then  smooth  with  boyish 
down  : 

The  ruddy  cheeks  are  furrowed  with  the  lines  of  time  and  care  ; 

The  wide  brow  shows  the  histories  that  Life  has  written  there. 

But  eye,  lip,  voice,  and  hand  have  kept  tin-  dear  old  mother- 
tongue, 

True  love  is  never  out  of  date,  the  heart  is  always  young! 

Swiftly  the  generations  pass:   now,  gathered  here,  Wi 

Seven  goodly  branches,  bearing  fruit,  from  this  ancestral  tree,  — 
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New  England's   sons  and  daughters  all,  —  once   more   together 

come, 
To  join  this  glad  festivity,  to  greet  this  harvest-home. 

The  first,  our  model  working-man,  —  a  man  of  health  and  cheer; 
Broad-chested,  bearded,  brown,  —  machinist,  farmer,  engineer. 
A  good  and  gentle  name  he  bears,  one  ne'er  dishonored  yet,' — 
Our  William  Cowper,  with  his  wife,  our  loving  Harriet. 
His  family  of  children,  too,  a  long  and  fair  array,  — 
Eight  sturdy  boys,  two  rosy  girls,  —  salute  us  here  to-day. 

Then  George,  so  strong  and  wise  and  good,  so  generous  and  kind, 

We  knew  him  in  our  boyish  games,  and  still  shall  ever  find. 

He  cannot  have  an  enemy ;  and  no  one  ever  heard 

One  mean  or  cruel  thing  of  him,  one  hard  or  angry  word. 

To  something  like  a  dozen  boys,  a  father,  true  and  mild ; 

And  his  and  Susan's  heart  had  room  for  one  more  orphan  child. 

A  vaster  family  comes  next ;  but  never  it  annoys 
The  easy-tempered,  cool,  clear  Head  of  some  five  hundred  boys. 
His  tact  and  skill  we  know  of  old,  — his  music  too,  and  fun  ; 
Our  Christmas  sports  must  always  wait  for  Joseph  Addison. 
Large-brained  and  shrewd,  yet  prompt  and  firm,  quick-witted  and 

alert : 
Here  are  his  girls,  and  here  his  frank,  kind,  cordial  Lucy  Burt. 

Our  Lucy  next  we  greet,  so  dear,  so  womanly  and  true  ; 

Now  mistress  of  this  pleasant  home,  —  old  home,  but  duties  new. 

We  open  all  our  hearts  to  her ;  we  know  her  chequered  life,  — 

The  sorrows  of  the  mother  and  the  longing  of  the  wife ; 

We  weep  that  pure  and  noble  heart,  that  young,  proud,  manly 

will: 
Alas,  our  martyr-boy  !  alas,  the  field  of  Chancellorville  ! 

Then  Abby,  dear,  warm  heart !  between  two  good  old  Scripture 

names,  — 
The  Apostle  and  the  Israelite,  — Nathaniel  and  James  ; 
The  cunning  hand  to  organize,  the  genius  that  creates,  — 
No  partners  in  a  better  work  were  ever  better  mates. 
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It  needs  no  word  of  praise  from  us; —  the  shrewdness,  sense,  and 

skill; 
The  busy,  patient,  scheming  brain;  the  fixed  and  stubborn  will; 
The  tact  and  industry  and  thrift;  the  system  and  the  rule, 
That  wisely  built  and  steadily  maintain  West- Newton  school. 

Forget  we  not  to  own,  besides,  the  fortune  thai  combines 
With  theirs  the  patient  skill  of  our  two  sister  ( Prolines  : 
The  wifely  tact  and  tenderness,  'mid  cares  that  still  increase, 
Which  gives  a  home  and  mother's  heart  to  twenty  boys  apiece  ' 

The  list  above  gives  all  except  the  daughters1  husbands1  names :  — 
The  Davises, — the  citizen,  and  soldier:  Charles,  and  James. 

We  hail  the  day  :   while  far  away  the  war-clouds  darkly  lower, 
We  greet  the  sunshine  of  the  l'a>t  :   we  catch  the  golden  hour. 
We  bless  the  kindly  Providence  that  guards  us  still  from  harm  : 
God  bless  the  noble  old  Bay  State  !  God  bless  the  Allen  Farm  ! 


The  family  seemed  to  need  no  more  :  early  friends 
had  gladdened  the  hour  with  pleasant  reminiscen 
brothers  and  cousins  had  poured  out  their  offerings  of 
gratitude  and  love  ;  gray-haired  men  and  venerable 
women  had  given  their  presence,  with  hearts  beating 
responsive  to  the  occasion:  and  the  pleasant  odors  of 
old  Java  were  inviting  the  attention  to  things  which 
cheer  the  inner  man.  Accordingly,  the  company  was 
divided  into  those  over  fifty,  and  those  under  that  age. 
The  older  ones  were  escorted  to  the  dining-room,  where 
the  generously  spread  table  only  waited  for  the  bride  to 
place  the  knife  in  the  beautiful  loaf  that  graced  its 
centre,  to  dispense  its  Ik  unities.  An  animated  discus- 
sion of  these  good  things  made  the  venerables  willing 
to  give  place  to  the  younger  party:  and,  by  the  time 
they,  in  their  turn,  had  done  like  justice  to  the  enter- 
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tainment  and  themselves,  the  hour  for  departure  had 
arrived;  and,  with  warm  congratulations,  and  fervent 
wishes  for  the  future,  —  some  with  smiles,  and  some 
with  tears, — the  company  departed. 

Those  who  were  left  in  the  old  home  of  seven  gener- 
ations gathered  about  its  cheerful  hearthstone,  and  re- 
counted the  pleasant  sayings  and  doings,  and  all  the 
circumstances  which  had  conspired  to  make  this  the 
most  memorable  day  of  their  lives,  — a  day  the  like  of 
which  may  not  shed  its  light  upon  either  of  the  genera- 
tions that  participated  in  these  festivities.

r  I  ^HE  long-expected  day  has  come  ;  and,  in  the  name 
A  of  our  hosts,  and  of  those  who  have  been  instru- 
mental in  providing  for  this  festive  occasion,  I  bid  you 
welcome  to  the  old  hive,  which  has  sent  out  so  many 
swarms  to  occupy  other,  and  it  may  he  richer,  fields, 
to  "gather  honey  from  every  opening  flower." 

By  a  happy  coincidence,  of  which  we  were  not  ap- 
prised till  a  few  days  since,  the  Golden  Wedding  falls  on 
the  same  month,  and  nearly  on  the  same  day,  as  the 
centennial  of  the  birth  of  Phineas  Allen,  the  father  of 
the  bridegroom,  as  also  of  the  father-in-law  of  him  who 
addresses  you,  Dr.  H.  Ware,  Sr.  ;  the  one  having 
been  born  April  24,  and  the  other  April  1,  17(34. 

It  will  be  understood,  therefore,  that  we  celebrate  by 
this  observance  both  events,  —  the  wedding  of  the  son, 
fifty  years,  and  the  birth  of  the  father,  a  hundred 
years   ago. 

I  propose,  in  this  address,  to  give  a  sketch  of  the 
early  history  of  the  prolific  family  of  the  Aliens  of 
Medfield,  which  I  hope  will  not  be  without  interest  to 
the  connections,   near  and  remote,  whom  the  occasion 
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has  brought  together  this  day,  and  to  other  members  of 
the  great  family  we  represent. 

The  paterfamilias,  —  in  Scripture  phrase,  "the 
goodman  of  the  house,"  —  whose  Golden  Wedding  we 
are  met  to  celebrate,  is  a  lineal  descendant,  of  the  sixth 
generation,  of  James  Allen,  an  emigrant  from  some 
part  of  the  island  of  Great  Britain,  probably  of  Scottish 
descent,  who  became  a  freeman  in  the  town  of  Dedham 
in  the  year  1647.  Dedham  at  first  embraced  an  exten- 
sive territory,  forming,  at  the  present  time,  the  towns 
of  Medfield,  Walpole,  TTrentham,  Dover,  and  Xeed- 
ham.  James  Allen  was  one  of  the  company  of  proprie- 
tors to  whom  were  assigned  allotments  of  land  in  that 
part  of  Dedham  which,  in  1650,  was  incorporated  by 
the  name  of  "  Medfield,"  or  "  Meadfield,"  in  allusion  to 
the  extensive  meadows  bordering  on  Charles  River, 
which  forms  the  western  boundary  of  the  town. 

I  find,  among  the  old  papers  which  have  been  pre- 
served in  an  oaken  desk  now  in  my  possession,  the  fol- 
lowing document,  without  date,  but  which  appears  to 
have  been  the  first  grant  of  land  now  constituting;  the 
old  homestead.  The  forms  of  the  letters  and  the  whole 
appearance  of  the  document  indicate  an  early  date  :  — 

"  Meadfield  granteth  to  James  Alia  six  Acres  of  Upland 
that  lieth  on  the  north  plaine,  Abutting  toward  the  west  on 
Stony  Winter  Brook,  against  the  lands  of  Thomas  Wight, 
and  on  the  waste  lands  on  all  other  parts. 

"  Hen.  Adams." 

This  six-acre  lot  probably  included  the  site  of  the 
house  in  which  we  are  now  assembled,  and  extended  to 
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the  small  stream  forming  its  western  or  rather  south- 
western border,  characteristically  termed  in  the  grant 
"  Stony  Winter  Brook,"  as  the  ground  through  which 
it  runs  is  literally  paved  with  stones,  and  as  the  stream. 
though  considerable  in  winter,  almost  disappears  in 
summer.  It  is  likely,  however,  that  this,  like  most 
watercourses,  was  much  larger  before  the  forests  were 
cleared  away  than  we  find  it  at  the  present  time.  It 
probably  continued  in  a  visible  form  till  it  reached 
"  Home-Meadow  Brook,"  so  called,  forming  a  well- 
defined  boundary  all  the  way  through.  The  land  on 
the  other  side  of  this  small  stream,  now  belonging  to 
the  homestead,  was  annexed  long  afterwards ;  the 
orchard  purchased,  of  Colonel  Johnson  Mason,  in  the 
early  part  of  this  century,  the  pasture  fifty  or  sixty 
years   since. 

"We  have  no  means  of  knowing  what  were  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  farm  during  the  lifetime  of  James,  the 
original  proprietor.  Undoubtedly,  it  was  enlarged, 
from  time  to  time,  by  additional  grants  and  purchases, 
till  it  became  a  good-sized,  though  never  a  very  large 
farm. 

As  there  was  "a  cooper's-shop  "  standing  in  the  time 
of  King  Philip's  war,  we  conclude  that  our  progenitor 
James  Allen  followed  the  humble  but  respectable  occu- 
pation of  a  cooper,  having  learned  the  trade  probably 
in  the  old  country  ;  in  which  profession  he  was  followed 
by  his  youngest  son,  Joseph,  and  I  believe  his  grand- 
son Noah,  who  in  succession  inherited  the  home-place 
and  the  cooper's-shop.  I  do  not  know  whether  this 
shop  was  taken  down,  or  removed  to  another  place. 
Some  of  us  remember  well  the  old  cellar  where  it  stood, 
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as  I  think  we  helped  to  fill  it  up  with  stones  and 
earth. 

We  learn,  from  tradition  in  the  family,  that  it  was 
from  this  cooper's-shop  that  the  Indians,  under  King 
Philip,  in  1676,  —  on  their  way  from  Marlboro'  to 
Medfield,  which  they  laid  in  ashes,  —  took  shavings, 
which  they  placed  on  the  floor  of  the  dwelling-house, 
setting  it  on  fire,  and  then  hurrying  on  to  the  village. 
Fortunately,  the  shavings  were  placed  on  a  trap-door 
leading  into  the  cellar ;  and  the  door  having  been  con- 
sumed,  and  having  fallen  into  the  cellar,  the  fire  was 
extinguished  without  farther  harm. 

It  was  a  few  years  before  this  calamity,  that  Rev. 
John  Allin,  of  Dedham, — a  cousin  of  James,  as  we 
learn  from  a  clause  in  his  will,  viz.,  Aug.  26,  1671,  — 
died,  "after  an  easy  sickness  often  days,"  according  to 
Cotton  Mather,  at  the  age  of  75,  having  been  born  in 
1596.  "His  beloved  wife  Katherine,"  as  he  calls  her 
in  his  record,  died  three  days  after,  and  they  were  both 
buried  in  the  same  grave.  She  was  his  second  wife, 
the  widow  of  Governor  Thomas  Dudley,  and  was  mar- 
ried to  Rev.  John  Allin,  Nov.  8,  1653,  three  months 
after  the  Governor's  death,  and  a  little  more  than  six 
months  after  the  death  of  Mr.  A.'s  first  wife.  They 
had  three  sons,  —  Benjamin,  Daniel,  and  Eliezer ; 
names  preserved  in  other  branches  of  the  family. 

Rev.  John  Allin  and  his  wife  Margaret  came  from 
Wrentham,  County  of  Suffolk,  England. 

John,  the  oldest  son  of  James  Allen,  was  born  in 
Dedham,  Dec.  4,  1639,  ten  years  before  a  settlement 
was  made  in  that  part  of  the  town  now  Medfield.     This 
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settlement  was  "at  a  place  nigh  Bogastow,"  the  Indian 

name  of  the  Interval  on  Charles   River  lving  between 

■ 

Medfield  on  one  side,  and   Medway  and   Sherborn   «>n 

the  other. 

It  has  been,  from  time  immemorial,  a  tradition  in  all 
branches  of  the  family,  that  James  and  Anna  Allen 
were  emigrants  from  Scotland.  There  must  have  been 
some  grounds  for  this  universal  belief.  What  has  led 
me  of  late  to  doubt  its  correctness  is  that  Rev.  John 
Allin,  the  first  minister  of  Dedham,  —  who,  in  his  last 
will  and  testament,  bequeathed  a  small  legacy  to  his 
cousin  James  Allen,  of  Medfield, — came  from  Eng- 
land, and  not  Scotland  ;  and,  besides,  I  am  not  aware 
that  any  emigrants  from  Scotland  were  among  the  first 
settlers  of  Massachusetts  colony. 

Still,  it  must  be  admitted  that  traditions  like  this 
have  some  foundation  in  fact ;  and  it  is  not  unlikely, 
that,  as  I  have  already  suggested,  James  or  his  wife,  or 
both,  were  of  Scottish  extraction,  and  that  they  first  went 
to  England  before  embarking  for  this  country.  I  shall 
be  glad  if  we  can  find  further  evidence  in  confirmation 
of  the  tradition,  which  we  have  been  accustomed  to 
regard  as  quite  satisfactory,  —  that  the  prolific  family 
of  the  Aliens  of  Medfield  have  the  good  old  Covenanter 
blood  running  in  their  veins. 

A  brief  account  of  the  house  and  its  surroundings,  as 
they  appeared  in  our  boyhood  at  the  beginning  of  this 
century,  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  the  younger  mem- 
bers of  the  family. 

It  was  an  old-fashioned,  unpainted  house  of  two  sto- 
ries, with  a  large  chimney  in  the  centre,  the  only  orna- 
ment beino-   a   Doric   scroll   over  the  front  door ;    the 
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western  part  forming  what  is  now  the  eastern  part  of 
the  building,  including  the  front  room  and  bedroom, 
the  door  being  in  the  centre,  at  what  is  now  the  south- 
east corner  of  the  house.  This  part  was  occupied  by 
our  grandparents  Noah  and  Sybil  Allen,  his  third  wife. 
The  other  part  of  the  house  stood  nearer  the  road  ; 
at  the  south-east  corner  of  which  was  the  well,  with  its 
curb  and  sweep  and  "  moss-covered  bucket ; "  near  which 
stood  the  large  horse-block,  from  the  top  of  which  we 
mounted  the  old  bay  mare,  father  on  the  saddle,  mother 
on  the  pillion  behind,  and  one  of  us  boys,  without  sad- 
dle or  pillion,  riding  before,  astride  the  neck  of  the 
patient  and  good-natured  beast,  that,  without  complaint, 
bore  her  precious  load  to  the  village  church,  something 
more  than  a  mile  distant.  To  the  north  of  the  well  and 
horse-block,  extending  to  the  barn-yard,  was  a  grass- 
plot  and  garden,  with  peach-trees  and  a  bed  of  fennel 
near  the  road  ;  and  farther  west,  partly  occupied  at  the 
present  time  by  the  kitchen  and  out-buildings,  was  the 
kitchen-garden,  with  a  square  bed  in  the  centre  filled 
with  gay  tulips  and  the  gaudy  peony,  and  other  herbs 
and  flowers  for  use  and  ornament. 

On  part  of  the  space  between  the  kitchen-garden  and 
the  road  were,  several  clumps  of  the  pretty  shrub,  the 
privet,  so  common  in  England,  which  with  us  went  by 
the  name  of  "prim-bushes,"  and  which  were  used  as  a 
substitute  for  clothes-lines. 

The  barn  stood  on  the  same  spot  that  it  now  occu- 
pies, with  its  sloping  yard  in  front,  and  stacks  of 
meadow-hay  in  the  rear. 

A  few  of  us  can  remember  the  huge  white-oak  tree 
which  stood  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road,  and  with 
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what  delight  we  children  used  to  gather  the  ripened 
mast  after  a  north-east  storm  in  October,  which  we 
laid   up  for  winter  use,  and  which  we  thonghl   almost 

as  delicious  as  chestnuts.  The  trunk  had  been  for 
many  years  a  mere  shell,  when,  during  a  violent  i_i : 1 1 « • . 
it  tell,  and  great  was  the  fall  thereof;  and  great  was 
our  grief  at  the  thought  that  it  would  yield  no  more  its 
accustomed  fruit. 

I  must  not  forget,  nor  pass  by  in  silence,  the  old 
chestnut-tree,  which  stood,  with  its  huge  trunk  and 
majestic  arms,  at  the  edge  of  the  rock  in  the  "Upper 
Orchard,"  as  it  was  called,  which  was  full  six  feet  in 
diameter,  and  whose  giant  arms  were  stretched  out  over 
an  area  whose  circumference  could  not  have  been  much 
less  than  two  hundred  feet.  A  Ye  sometimes  gathered 
from  this  single  tree,  on  the  morning  following  a  severe 
storm  of  wind,  from  ten  to  fifteen  quarts  of  its  savory 
fruit. 

TTe  remember,  too,  —  and  the  thought  makes  our 
mouths  water,  —  we  remember  —  oh,  how  could  we 
forget?  —  the  then  long-lived  peach-trees,  laden  every 
season  with  their  luscious  fruit,  —  three  standing  in  a 
row  in  the  Upper  Orchard,  and  others  near  the  house. 
Then  the  peach-tree  knew  neither  the  borer,  nor  that 
incurable  disease  the  yellows.  Then  it  flourished  like 
other  trees  of  the  orchard,  and  seldom  did  it  fail  of 
yielding  its  fruit  in  its  season. 

A  few  other  fruit-trees,  coeval  with   the   second  gen- 
eration   at  least,   if  not  of  the  first,  claim   a   moment- 
notice;    and,    among   them,    chief  may   be   reckoned    a 
gigantic   pearmain,    standing  just    below   the   coopi 
shop  above  mentioned,   near  the  edge  of  the  upland. 
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which  was  our  main  dependence  for  winter  fruit.  The 
trunk  was  hollow  as  long  ago  as  I  can  remember,  and 
several  persons  —  at  least,  several  boys  —  could  find 
shelter  at  the  same  time  within  its  cavity.  One  of  its 
huge  arms  stretched  out  towards  the  house,  to  the  dis- 
tance of  thirty  or  forty  feet,  as  if  to  claim  kindred  and 
fellowship  with  the  departed  occupants  of  the  house,  by 
whom  it  had  been  planted, — probably  transplanted 
from  the  English  home,  — and  who,  in  the  days  of  its 
youthful  vigor,  had  gathered  its  ripened  fruit. 

And  there,  below  the  barn-yard,  stood  the  aged 
trunk,  with  a  few  scattered  branches, — the  old  apple- 
tree,  called,  by  way  of  distinction,  —  for  its  rich  flavor 
and  exceeding  beauty,  of  a  bright-red  color,  — "  the 
Governor  ;  "  and  not  far  from  it,  and  also  in  the  orchard 
east  of  the  house,  flourished,  in  a  green  old  age,  some 
half-dozen  specimens  of  the  Seekonk  sweeting,  —  a 
winter-apple  excellent  for  baking,  and  which  received 
its  name,  as  we  suppose,  from  Seekonk,  R.I.,  from 
which  place  the  patriarch  Joseph,  son  of  James,  who 
inherited  the  old  homestead,  took  his  wife  Hannah 
Sabine,  and  by  whom  he  became  the  father  of  a  numer- 
ous offspring. 

And  now  let  us  follow  the  line  of  descent  from  our 
common  progenitors  James  and  Anna  his  wife,  down 
to  our  friends  who,  in  this  old  home  and  on  this  anni- 
versary, renew  the  marriage-vows  and  solemn  pledges 
mutually  given  and  received  just  fifty  years  ago  this 
day. 

James  Allen  by  Anna  his  wife,  both  emigrants  from 
the  Old  World,  had  nine  children;  viz.,  John,  James, 
Nathaniel,  William,  Benjamin,  Martha,  Mary,  Sarah, 
and  Joseph. 
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The  youngest  of  the  sons  was  Joseph,  bora  dime  2  I. 
1652,  who,  about  1675,  married   Hannah   Sabine,  of 

Seekonk,    whose   brother  William    had   taken   Joseph's 
sister  Martha  for  his  wife. 

Joseph  greatly  enlarged,  by  purchase,  the  estate  he 
inherited  from  his  father,  and  appears  to  have  been  a 
man  of  energy  and  influence.  As  he  increased  in  sub- 
stance, so  he  was  blessed  with  a  numerous  offspring, 
for  whom  he  made  provision  as  the  sons  arrived  at 
man's  estate,  as  also  by  his  last  will  and  testament,  a 
copy  of  which  is  still  preserved. 

By  this  will,  he  made  his  son  Noah  the  heir  of  the 
old  homestead,  and,  among  other  legacies,  bequeathed 
to  his  two  sons  Daniel  and  David  a  hundred  acres  of 
land,  lying  near  Woodstock,  Conn.,  and  called  by  the 
Indian  name  "  Massarnoquit." 

One  of  the  sons,  Xehemiah,  settled,  with  some  of  the 
younger  branches  of  the  family,  in  Sturbridge ;  two 
others,  Hezekiah  and  Eleazer,  in  Dover.  One,  Jere- 
miah, was  killed  by  the  Indians. 

Numerous  descendants  of  these  three  brothers  may 
be  found  in  those  places,  and  others  are  scattered  over 
different  parts  of  the  land. 

Noah  married  Sarah  Gay,  of  Dedham,  by  all  accounts 
a  woman  of  uncommon  strength  of  character  and  capa- 
city for  business;  qualities  for  which  there  was,  in  her 
case,  special  need,  as  her  husband,  for  some  years  during 
the  latter  part  of  his  life,  was  harmlessly  but  incur- 
ably insane.  The  care  of  the  children  and  the  manage- 
ment of  the  estate  devolved  upon  her,  and  she  showed 
herself  equal  to  the  task,  ruling  her  household  well,  and 
directing  her  affairs  with  discretion. 
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She  outlived  her  husband  many  years,  and  died  in 
1782,  at  the  age  of  ninety  ;  so  that  she  was  remembered 
by  many  who  were  living  half  a  century  since,  from 
some  of  whom  I  learned  the  facts  which  I  have  just 
narrated. 

Noah  died  1755,  having  just  completed  the  term  of 
threescore  years  and  ten. 

The  next  in  succession,  of  the  fourth  generation,  of 
those  who  lived  on  this  spot,  and  inherited  the  estate, 
was  Noah  Allen,  Jr.  ;  of  whom  some  of  us  have  a  dis- 
tinct and  vivid  recollection,  as  he  died  in  1804.  He 
was  a  tall,  and  in  his  prime  a  strong,  athletic  man  ; 
of  whom  it  is  related,  that,  in  a  trial  of  strength,  with 
a  horse  for  an  antagonist,  each  competitor  pulling  at 
the  end  of  a  common  cart-rope,  the  rope  snapped  in 
two,   and  neither  party  won  the  prize. 

He  was  born  in  1719,  according  to  the  record  kept 
by  Rev.  Joseph  Baxter,  the  second  minister  of  Med- 
field,  and  accordingly  was  eighty-five  at  the  time  of  his 
death. 

Noah,  by  right  of  primogeniture,  being  the  oldest 
son,  inherited  a  double  portion  of  his  father's  estate  ;  a 
custom  or  law  borrowed  from  England,  and  which  con- 
tinued in  force  till  1780. 

Noah  Allen,  Jr.,  by  his  first  wife,  Miriam  Fisher, 
had  five  sons,  —  Asahel,  Fisher,  Silas,  Gad,  and 
Nathan.  Gad  —  whose  Bible  name,  "a  troop  coineth," 
was  given  in  reference  to  a  troop  of  horsemen  that 
passed  through  the  town  at  the  time  of  his  birth  — 
died  in  infancy. 

Asahel  died  in  early  manhood,  leaving  three  sons 
and  one  daughter. 
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Of  the  other  sons,  Silas  died  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
four  and  six  months  :  Fisher  and  Nathan,  both  at  the 
age  of  ninety-five. 

By  his  second  wife,  Abigail  Ellis,  he  had  one  daugh- 
ter, Miriam,  —  the  kind-hearted,  open-handed,  whole- 
souled  aunt,  whose  ample  dimensions  and  sunny  smiles 
and  kindly  greetings  and  motherly  love  are  well  remem- 
bered by  the  troops  of  nephews  and  nieces  that  were 
accustomed  to   visit  her  at  her  hospitable  root'. 

On  April  24,  1764,  the  mother  gave  birth  to  a  son, 
who  received  the  Bible  name,  according  to  the  custom 
of  those  days,  of  Phineas  ;  the  fifth  in  the  order  of  suc- 
cession that  inherited  the  old  homestead.  The  mother 
died  the  following  summer  (  July  28),  leaving  her  in- 
fant of  three  months  to  the  care  of  others.  Fortunately, 
the  grandmother,  Sarah  [Gay]  Allen,  was  still  living, 
and  by  her  watchful  care  supplied,  as  well  as  ;i  grand- 
mother could,  the  place  of  a  mother  to  the  infant  child. 
The  grandmother  was  spared  to  the  great  age  of  ninety 
years,  at  which  time  the  motherless  child  was  a  young 
man  of  eighteen,  a  soldier  in  the  continental  army,  in 
which  he  had  enlisted  at  the  early  age  of  sixteen.  He 
was  at  West  Point  at  the  time  of  Arnold's  treason  and 
the  execution  of  the  ill-fated  Major  Andre,  and  he 
shared  in  the  privations  and  terrible  sufferings  that  our 
army  experienced  in  rf  the  Jerseys."  He  returned  at  the 
close  of  the  war,  in  a  miserable  plight,  having  marched 
the  whole  distance  of  two  or  three  hundred  mile-  on 
foot. 

The  other  sons  of  Noah  having  been  provided  for, 
Phineas,  the  youngest  of  the  family,  married,  and  lived 
in   the  home-place,  occupying  the  easterly  end  of  the 
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house,  next  to  the  street.  Here  all  the  children,  ex- 
cepting our  youngest  brother,  first  saw  the  light. 

Our  father  married  Oct.  22,  1787  (at  the  age  of  23), 
Ruth,  second  daughter  of  Asa  Smith,  of  Walpole,  then 
only  eighteen  years  old,  to  whose  affectionate  solicitude 
and  untiring  labors  and  watchful  tender  care  we  owe  a 
debt  of  gratitude  that  we  can  never  repay,  and  for 
which  her  children  rise  up  and  call  her  blessed. 

We  take  a  melancholy  pleasure  in  recalling  and  re- 
counting the  pains  taken  by  our  honored  parents  to 
instil  into  our  youthful  minds  good  principles,  —  the 
love  of  truth,  reverence  for  things  sacred  ;  to  bring  us 
up  in  habits  of  industry  and  sobriety  ;  to  encourage  us 
in  our  desire  to  gain  knowledge.  We  must  not  forget 
the  sacrifices  they  made,  the  hardships  they  underwent, 
to  gain  the  means  for  supporting  three  sons  through  a 
college  course  ;  the  mother,  especially,  laboring  beyond 
her  strength,  at  unseasonable  hours,  and  without  much 
help  except  from  the  older  children, — filling  the  place 
of  mother  and  nurse,  of  seamstress  and  cook,  and  maid- 
of-all-work  ;  often  weary,  but  never  disheartened  ;  never 
thinking  that  she  had  done  enough,  while  any  duty 
remained  unfulfilled. 

Of  the  eight  children,  one,  the  first-born,  —  the  sister 
who  led  me  by  the  hand  when  first  I  was  sent,  a  little 
child  of  four  years,  to  the  village-school,  and  whose 
sweet  but  somewhat  grave  countenance  I  can  perfectly 
recall,  —  was  taken  from  us  at  the  age  of  seven,  the 
victim  of  "  the  throat-distemper,"  as  it  was  called  ;  a 
disease  which  prevailed  in  the  neighborhood,  and  proved 
fatal  to  many.  The  other  children  of  the  household, 
three   in   number,   in  turn  took  the  disease ;   and  one, 
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our  brother,  for  whom  especially  this  anniversary  is 
kept,   barely  escaped   with  his  life. 

As  soon  as  the  nature  of  the  disease  was  known,  we 
were  all  sent  from  home,  and  did  not  return  till  some 
time  after  the  funeral ;  but  I  well  remember  how  they 
brought  us  to  the  window,  to  look  in  upon  the  changed 
countenance  of  our  sister  and  playmate,  as  laid  out  for 
burial.  It  was  my  first  view  of  death,  as  it  was  the 
first  great  grief  experienced  by  the  bereaved  parents  : 
and  the  impressions  it  made  were  not  soon  effaced. 

With  this  exception,  all  the  children  of  Phineas  and 
Ruth  Allen  have  been  spared  to  this  day  ;  and  most  of 
them,  with  the  children  whom  God  has  given  them,  are 
present  to  join  in  this  celebration.  "Having  obtained 
help  of  God,  we  continue  to  this  time  :"  bearing  marks 
of  declining  a^e  indeed,  but  retaining  a  good  share  of 
health  and  vigor;  and  surrounded  by  blessings  more 
than  we  can  number,  for  which  we  owe  our  Maker  and 
Preserver,  our  Heavenly  Father  and  Friend,  our  fer- 
vent gratitude,  our  everlasting  praises.

r^IIE  Golden  Wedding  of  GERSHOM  and  ABIGAIL 
-*-  [Allen]  Adams  was  celebrated  at  another  of 
the  old  homesteads  of  Medfield,  Nov.  12,  1868.  The 
day  was  propitious,  and  a  large  company  assembled, 
consisting  of  the  children  and  grandchildren  of  the 
Bridegroom  and  Bride,  and  numerous  relatives  and 
friends,  from  places  more  or  less  remote,  to  whom  invi- 
tations had  been  extended.  Of  the  six  brothers  of 
Mrs.  Adams,  all  but  one  were  present ;  and  only  dis- 
tance prevented  the  sixth  (Rev.  A.  S.  Allen,  now  liv- 
ing in  Iowa)  from  joining  the  company.  One  of  the 
sons,  living  in  California,  was  necessarily  absent.  With 
this  exception,  all  the  descendants  of  the  parties  were 
gathered  under  the  paternal  roof,  all  rejoicing  in  health 
and  prosperity.  Alas  !  little  did  we  think,  that,  within 
three  short  weeks,  two  of  the  guests,  a  nephew  and  ;i 
grandson  (Rev.  T.  P.  Allen  and  George  Frederick 
Adams),  would  be  called  away,  — the  one  at  the  noon, 
the  other  in  the  bright  morning  of  life.*
